Public Works
e Projects:

o The contractor for the LC-17 Flood Project has been removing trash and debris from the creek
and is preparing to install the gabion mattresses at the Bandera Road Bridge. They are also
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continuing to remove dirt from the creek bottom and install topsoil. They had hoped to
hydroseed several areas before the rains. The contractor is hoping to reach substantial completion
of their project in July.

The streets for the FY 2020 Street Maintenance Project have been chosen, and bid documents
were advertised this past weekend. Bid opening is scheduled for June 18th. The item will go to
City Council on July 7th.

The new crosswalk project along Huebner and Poss Roads has started. The contractor installed
the new sidewalk ramp on Poss and is beginning the work on Huebner Road.

The City will be receiving $1,346,000 from Bexar County to complete a flood remediation
project in the Seneca West area. Surveying and engineering have been completed, and plans are
being developed.

The City Engineer has prepared an irrigation and planting plan for the vacant lot at Peachtree and
Poss. We will be requesting quotes for this work.

Bexar County has resumed the installation of the HALT flood gates along Evers and Poss Roads.
The poles and gates have been installed on the concrete pads. The contractor says they should
have the system installed by the end of this week. The County will then have to do some testing
to make sure it's fully operational. Once completed, the County will do a final test with our Fire
Department personnel to simulate flooding, to make sure the lights come on, the gates are
activated, and proper status is displayed on the website. The contractor will show us how to look
at the data through the software. These new gates will flash, open, and close on their own as they
sense floodwaters rising.

The City Engineer/Architect is preparing plans and specifications for the Community Center
remodel. We expect to advertise bids for this work in July.

We continued to install the road base for the last remaining segment of work along EIl Verde
Road in front of the fire station. Work was delayed due to heavy rains. Work on this portion is
expected to take two weeks (weather permitting), then the concrete will have to cure before the
roadway is completely opened.

We opened up the park restrooms and reinstalled the basketball hoops.

We filled the Forest Oaks pool and Repaired the baby pool.

We cleared drainage way behind Pavona Place.

Mowed and trimmed in Mow Zone 3 (Grissom and Sawyer).

Manned the City Hall lobby on Mondays and cleaning lobby and restroom surfaces daily.

We repaired the water leak on Kinman.

We flushed dead-end water mains.

We sprayed for mosquitos city-wide over the weekend.

We cleared out Huebner Creek from flood debris.

We retested on SCBA equipment — yearly requirement.

Worked on revisions to the Stormwater fee structure.

We repaired small equipment and performed preventative maintenance on vehicles.

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The Leon Valley Police Department continues to work with the Leon Valley Senior Center
leadership to provide assistance to local seniors. Over the last few weeks, our officers have
picked up medicine and food, changed light bulbs, removed hazardous waste, and attended to
several other needs of our citizens. This free service will continue as long as needed.

The Leon Valley Police Department and the Leon Valley Fire Department teamed together to
provide "birthday parades” for six children and one adult stuck inside their homes due to the
COVID Pandemic. The departments purchased birthday presents for each kid and delivered them
in the name of the City of Leon Valley.

The Leon Valley Police Department has teamed up with Meals on Wheels to identify those in
need from the Leon Valley area. The program administers aide to 40 people within Leon Valley,
delivers food and groceries on a regular basis. The police department has taken over that
responsibility for Meals and Wheels, and we have reached out to all of the residents to let them
know to call us directly if we can be of assistance. The 40 residents were ecstatic about our
involvement, and we have already been delivering items too many of them.

The Leon Valley Police Department has been actively reaching out to business owners that are
open to see what we can do to help. We continue to maintain an open dialogue with them on
their needs, as well as keeping them updated on the changes due to the new/updated Corona
Virus executive orders at the local, county and state levels.
